In fact, when Martina stopped playing 
singles tennis, she was 38 years old. 

In the course of her amazing career, Martina won 
167 singles titles, including an incredible nine 
Wimbledon championships. She brought in a new 
era of women's tennis, one of attacking play and 
peak fitness. However you look at it, Martina 
Navratilova was one of the all-time greats! 


Despite all the attention that is coming the 
way of the World Cup footballers, England's 
cricketers are still locked in a tough battle 
with South Africa. The visitors have got some 
great players, but the one you simply cannot 
ignore is Jonty Rhodes - the world's best 
fielder.
